3. Description of the training offered: 

This training is meant to provide individuals with the skills, competencies, and certifications to obtain 

employment in childcare. The training blends classroom training and hands-on experience. Students 

take 296 instructional hours and have the opportunity to earn the Child Development Associate (CDA) 

certification. Once classroom training is complete, students complete 480 hours of field experience.

To apply for this program, you must: 

• have a genuine interest in child care 
• be a Maryland resident 

• have a high school diploma or equivalent 
• be eligible to work in the USA (proof required) 
• want or need to improve English reading, writing, speaking and/or listening skills 

• meet assessment requirements 
• want to make more money

Trainees who complete this program and obtain employment can expect to earn an average of $14.00 

per hour.
